UNUSUALLY HEAVY RAIN- 


Washouts on Southern Iudiana aud 
B. & 0 S-W. 


From five o'clock Thursday evening 
up to I o'clock today there wa* five 
and one-half inches of rainfall here. 
This is the greatest rainfall here in 
the same length of time since March, 
1M97, when so much dam age was done 
by high waters. 
It rained hard all of 
Thursday night and the thunder and 
lightning was almost constant, There 
ha* oeen more or less rain during the 
day and the indications are for more 
tonight. 
The creeks and smaller sit earn* are 
all .swollen and the river ha* ri-en 
considerably since eleven o ’clock. 
It 
had risen two feet at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon and wa* coming up slowly. 
The greatest dam age reported so 
far is to the Southern Indiana and 
the B. & O. S-W . railroads. 
There 
is a w ashout on the Southern In­ 
diana about two miles east of Free­ 
town, 
one 
a mile east 
of 
Kurtz, 
and another between Kurt/ and Hel- 
tonville. 
About twenty panels of the 
track wa* washed out. 
But the work 
train and a large force of men have 
been at work all and they expect to 
get ready for train s to pass over je t 
this evening. 


On the B. & O. S-W. there was a 
washout between Mitchell and Huron. 
No. 3 Thursday night transferred to 
the Monon at Mitchell. 
This morning 
the passengers, baggage, etc , on No. 
5, were transferred overland to No. 4, 
and a like transfer was made from No. 
4 to No. 5. Each train had approached 
the washout a s closely a* it was safe 
and then the transfer was made. No. 5 
then carne back east as No. 4. and No. 4 
made the trip back towards St. Louis 
as No, 5. 
No. I today came on the 
main line as far as North Vernon and 
front there went down the branch to 
Lr uisville and from there will go over 
another road to St. Louis. 
A force 
of men sre at work on the washout 
and will make ready for trains to pass 
over a* soon as possible, 
So far the J. M. I. trains have been 
running on schedule time, though a 
bridge crew was sent to Vienna to re­ 
move some drift that was accumulat. 
ing at a bridge there.

Mortgage Deduction Law. 
“ The Supreme Court on Thursday re­ 
fused to rehear the mortgage deduction 
case, and 
re-affirmed 
its 
previous 
opinion that the law is valid. 
This 
settles 
the matter, 
and 
owners of 
lands, mortgaged, who have complied 
with the provision* of deduction law. 
will be entitled to the deduction up to 
$700, according to the amount of their 
mortgage, provided that not more than 
half the assessed value of their prop­ 
erty, be ^exempted 
The decision will affect -80,000 m ort­ 
gage* anti st nighter)* out the con­ 
fusion existing in the different counties 
regarding the allowance of the deduc­ 
tion. 
Most counties all wed the ex­ 
emptions on their tax duplicates this 
year, but Marion county and a few 
others did not. 
In these counties the auditors will 
have to certify to the treasurer li-ts of 
person* who have complied with the 
law, and are entitled to refund certifi­ 
cates. 
Such persons will either have 
their money refunded to them, or the 
amounts will be credited 
on th* ir 
second installment of taxes.

Then w e have those tidal vagaries 
known the world over as bores. Resi­ 
dents on Severn side are fam iliar with 
them, and those that run up the Hu­ 
gh and Ira waddy rivers from side 
to side in a zigzag shape till they reach 
their limit, often tearing ships from 
their 
anchorage, 
originate 
nobody 
knows where or why. The rush of w fi­ 
fers lh the bay of Fundy is nothing 
but a huge bore sw eeping all before 
up to the head of Hie bay till tile waters 
have risen to the height of fifty or six­ 
ty feet. CIT Southampton we have the 
I double tides, while at Singapore it has 
been observed for days at a time that 
there has been but the one rise find 
full in the twenty-four hours. The tides 
may be and very often appear as 
though they were “moonstruck,” bul 
they certainly are not controlled wirh 
hard and fast rules by that or any oth­ 
er body.—London Shipping World.

building. They found Mr. W ebster in 
a stale of intoxication in such degree 
th a t Mr. Lyons said to Mr. Scott: “This 
man can ’t make a speech. 
You must 
take his place,” Mr. Scott replied. “ No 
m an can take the place of Daniel Web­ 
ster.” 
A fter delay, during which Mr. Web­ 
ster improved a little, lie w as asked if 
lie would go to th e capitol, lie replied. 
“ Yes.” 
With great difficulty Messrs. 
Scott a nd Lyons supported and helped 
him to the capitol. W hen they reached 
the rotunda near the W ashington stat­ 
ue, Mr. Lyrous said, “ Mr. Webster, do 
you think you can speak?” “ If you will 
give me a drink of brandy, yes.” 
A messenger w as sent to a neighbor­ 
ing 
hotel 
and a 
bottle of 
brandy 
b ro u g h t Mr. W ebster poured out suc- 
cessivcly two goblets full and drank 
them 
off, 
straightened 
him self 
up, 
shook himself os a Mon might have 
done, walked steadily and directly to 
the position from which he spoke, on 
the south porch of the capitol, and in 
the presence of an audience of 5.00C 
people, which consisted of the intellec­ 
tuality and beauty of Richmond, male 
aud female, made his celebrated Octo­ 
ber speech, one of the greatest even of 
his life. 
E d w ard Everett related that on tile 
day W ebster replied to H ayne of South 
Carolina he w alked w ith him to the 
capitol; th a t he seemed so badly pre­ 
pared th at he doubted him and feared 
th a t ho was not equal to the occasion; 
th a t just before he rose to speak he 
dran k a goblet of brandy and then 
m ade his great speech in reply to 
Hayne, which is an English classic. 
Such w as the effect of the beverage ou

“T here is, to begin 
w ith,” he says, “a charge of from tw o­ 
pence to sixpence for guarding your 
bitt and coat In the cloakroom, and a 
tip in addition is expected. 
Y'ou w ant 
to w ash your hands- ano th er twopence 
or another sixpence a nd another tip. I 
You take up tile menu, and, behold, 
there is an intim ation th a t a charge of J 
threepence each person will be made 
under Hie guise of ‘table money.’ The 
charge varies according to the nature 
of th e place. 
Threepence is the lowest 
and sixpence perhaps th e average. At 
n great m any restau ran ts it is I shil­ 
ling a ud in at least tw o th at I have vis­ 
ited Is. Od. 
The only difference is 
th a t in tho lower priced restaurants it 
is called ‘table money’ and in the high­ 
er priced ones placed under the capti­ 
vating heading of ‘convert.’ 
To my 
mind, an entrance fee fran kly dem and­ 
ed a t th e door would be m uch less of­ 
fensive th an to find yourself asked at 
the end of a dinner to pay for the trou ­ 
ble and expense of cleaning up the cut­ 
lery you have used.” 
H is conclusion of the w hole m atter Is 
th a t “ London lives by imposing a fixed 
tariff on the accessories th a t in every 
other city I have ever been to are 
throw n in gratis,” and he thinks that 
being a gentleman Is one of the most 
expensive professions an Englishm an 
can have, 
lit* declares It to be an ut­ 
ter delusion th a t London is a cheap 
place to live in. 
“ For th e poor m an,” 
he says. “the m an whose income Is less 
than £stX) a year, there is no city where 
less can be had in the w ay of comforts 
and even Ute necessities of life.
